GERMANY BEGINS RESTRICTING 
USE OF FUEL IN STORES 


Jewelers to Keep Open Only on Days 

When Artificial Light Is 
Unnecessary. 
COPENHAGEN, Sept. 8.-——Diffi- 
culties with the winter supply of fuel 
in Germany already are being felt. 
The era of voluntary or compulsory 
selection of the fittest establishments 
for survival in various branches of 
trade and industry already has 
opened, and business will be concen- 
trated in these, while others will shut 
down, except those supplying heat 
and light. 

Butchers favor keeping their 
places open late two afternoons a 
week, otherwise to close with sunset 
The jewelers plan to keep open only 
on those days when artificial light is 
unnecessary, which during the North 
German winter are very few. The 
city of Stettin already has suspended 
street lighting entirely on account of 
lack of coal.

EMBARGO ON COIN EXPORTS 


Presidcnt Puts McAdoo in Control of 
Gold Shipments. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8&.—Presi- 
dent Wilson has placed an embargo. 
effective Sept. 10, on the exporta- 
tion of coin, bullion and currency. At 
the same time he authorized the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to license such 
exportations where, in the opinion of 
the Federal Reserve Board, they are 
not harmful to the public interest. 

The effect of the embargo will be 
to place absolute control over gold 
exports in the hands of Secretary 
McAdoo and the Federal Reserve 
Board. Curtailment of the free move- 
ment of gold to the Orient appears 
probable. Within the five-week pe- 
riod ending Aug. 17, gold exports to- 
talling $73,000,000 were more than 
four times as great as imports. The 
movement has been too recent, how- 
ever, to affect substantially the great 
volume of gold in this country. The 
stock is $3,000,000,000, of which ap- 
ano pinged 40 per cent has been im- 
portell since January, 1915. 
Treasury officials, it was said to- 
day, will place no general 
tions upon the export of gold in set- 
tlement of legitimate trade balances 
against the United States. 


NEWPORT NE\rs TO HOUSE 20,000

ACCIDENT, SAY WORKERS 


Shell Buildings Saved From Fire 
—TIwo of the Injured 
Young Women. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa.,

been killee and 23 persons badly in- 
jured in an explosion at the Franl:- 
ford arsenal in this city early today. 
According to workers the explosion 
was accidental, there being nothing 


to indicate that it was caused by an 
outside agency. Two of the 23 in- 
jured are young women. 

Major Montgomery, commandant 
ef the arsenal, and his aides are in- 
vestigating the explosion and decline 
to make any statement. Carelessness 
of a workman. it was believed, was 
the cause of the accident. 

The explosion occurred in one o: 


tonating dry rooms, where 
primer caps for three and six inch 


cried. 
its walls packed-with drv cinders and 
every precaution was taken to pre- 
vent accidents. 

Fire followed the explosion and 
spread to several other small build- 
ings. In thesc there were three and 
six inch shells, but prompt work of 
arseral employes and city firemen 
saved the buildifigs and their con- 
tents from destruction. 

Nineteen of the injured were treat- 
ed at a nearby hospital. One is ex- 
pected to die. Later all five of the 
injured were able to go to their 
homes. 

New York troops are guarding the 
arsenal and no one was permitted to 
enter the government reservation. 

Today’s explosion was the second 
fatal one to occur within the last 
five months.. Two men..were.ki 
by the bursting of a shrapnel fuse 
in the high explosives building last 
April. 

Three investigations were under 
way soon after today’s explosion ir | 
which federal officials, the police 
and coroner participated. 

The loss is estimated at about $30.,- 
000. Three small buildings were de- 
stroyed together with about 80,000 
detonators. 


No Cause for Explosion Given in Re- 
port to Gen. Crozier. 

WASHINGTON, ause 
for the explosion at the Frankford 
arsenal today is assigned in official] 
reports received by Gen. Crozier, 
chief of ordnance. They merely state 
that a primer and detonator dry 
house blew up resulting in four other 
scattered explosions. Twenty-five 
hundred dollars was requested for 
making immediate repairs. 

The report was as follows: 

“At about 2:3 0Oo’clock this morn- 
ing one detonator dry house blew 
up, followed by one primer dry 
house. Two men in the dry house 
were killed; one man on way to dry 
house with tray to detonators badly 
injured. There was about a week’s 
output in the detonator dry house 
and the primer dry house was only 
half filled. Small lots of explosives 
in adjacent building also went 
Four other buildings damaged. Sit- 
uation under control at 3:45 a. m.” 

General investigation of army ord- 
nance and particularly the defective 
small arms ammunition shipped to 
the troops in France is provided in a 
resolution by Representative Dent, 
adopted Monday by the House.

Picked up Charged End While Re- 
pairing Damage Done by 
Storm in Maplewood.

He was released from prison last 
month under amnesty granted by the 
Emperor, and is said to have re- 
ceived an ovation when he returned 
to Bohemia.

They made no attempt 
to conceal the nature of their oper- 
ations, and all afternoon they were 
surrounded by City Hall employes 
and politicians who were eager t, 
wager their money with the Repub- 
lican boss of the Eighteenth Ward 
and the heir apparent of the house 
of Kiel. 

With the graciousness of a King 
in the midst of his trusted courtiers, 
Hank inclined his ear to learn the'r 


wishes. With a nod of the head hs, 
gave royal sanction to their spec- | 
ulative utterances, while young Kiel | 
veting as imperial scrivener, made| 
careful record of the proceedings on 
iittle slips of paper.

IN ALL PARTS OF CITY 


Half Inch of Rain Falls in 5 
Minutes—Lightning Strikes

Half an inch of rain fell in five

CALLED 18,096 MEN 
FOR QUOTA OF 4377 


Ratio of Those Examined to 
Those Accepted for Army Is 
More Than 4 to 1. 


600 FAIL TO APPEAR 


Only One Taken of Six Tested 
in Fourth Ward Against 1 
to 2 in Sixteenth. 


To raise St. Louis’ quota of 4377 
men for the national army, St. Louis 
ward draft boards have had to sum- 
mon 18,696 men, of whom all were 


examined but about 690, who failed 
to appear. 

This number includes 150 who are 
to be summoned in the Thirteenth 
Ward, in addition to the 1050 thus 
far called in that ward. The Thir- 
teenth Ward board believes it will 
complete the ward’s quota with the 
men obtained from this final call. 


The other wards are assured of 
their quotas from the number al- 
ready examined, though five of them 
have not completed their lists. Ex- 
cess certifications in some wards 
over the quotas will bring up the 
total number accepted to somethinz 
more than 4400. 
will be used first in a second draft 
or in case any of the men first 
drafted have to be replaced before 
mobilization is completed. 


In getting approximately 4400 men 
out of about 18,100 examined the 
ward boards have scored a percent- 
age of 24.3 per cent, or have exana- 
ined an average of a little more 
than four men to get a man.

The number first called in nearly 
every ward was twice the ward 
quota. The Sixteenth, as the figures 
show, is the oniy one which accepted 
one-half of the men first called, and 
did not have to call more than twice 
the quota for examination. 

The Fourth Ward, where six men 
had to be examined to accept one 
man, has a large population, and 
discharges on physical grounds were 
numerous there.

AID SUFFRAGISTS 


New York Official Resigns to 
Take Up Fight for Vote 


for Women. 


LETTER TO _ PRESIDENT 


Declares He Believes Executive 
Should Press Enactment of 
Amendment to Constitution. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—Dudley 
Field Malone, Customs Collector at 
New York, tendered his resignation 
to President Wilson yesterday in pro- 
test against the failure of the Presi- 
dent to advocate passage of the Fed- 


eral suffrage amendment and be- 
cause he permitted the imprisonment 
of women who have been picketing 
the White House. 

Malone, who as counsel defended 
the first of the militants arraigned in 
Police Court here, told the President 
in his letter of resignation that in as 
much as he had promised the women 
of the suffrage states that he would 
exert all his energy to have the na- 
tional Democratic administration in- 
dorse suffrage by constitutional 
amendment, he felt obliged to resign 
and devote himself to redeeming that 
pledge. 

In quitting the office of Collector 
of the Port of New York, Malone 
leaves one of the best paid places in 
the Government service. He is a 
son-in-law of former Senator O’Gor- 
man. 

Text of Letter. 

His letter of resignation follows: 

‘Dear Mr. President—Last au- 
tumn, as the representative of your 
administration, I went into the wom- 
an suffrage states to urge your re- 
election. The most difficult ergu- 
ment to me, among tne seven million 
women voters was the failure of the 
Democratic party, throughout four 
years of power, to pass the Federal 
suffrage amendment looking toward 
the enfranchisement of all the wom- 
en of the country. Throughout those 
states, and particularly in California, 
which ultimately decided the election 
by the votes of women, the women 
voters were urged to support you, 
even though Judge Hughes already 
had declared for the Federal suffrage 
amendment, because you and your 
party, through liberal leadership, 
were more likely nationally to en- 
franchise the rest of the women of 
the country than were your 0Jp- 
ponents. And if the women of the 
West voted to re-elect you, I prom- 
ised them I would spend all my en- 
ergy, at any sacrifice to myself, to 
get the present Democratic adminis- 
tration to pass the Federal suffrage 
amendment. But the present policy 
of the administrntion, in permitting 
splendid American women to be sent 
to jail in Washington, not for carry- 
ing offensive banners, nor for picket- 
ing, but’ on the technical charge of 
obstructing traffic, is a denial even 
of their constitutional right to peti- 
tion for and demand the passage cf 
the Federal suffrage amendment. [!t 
herefore now becomes my profound 
obligation actively to keep my prom- 
ise to the women of the West. 

Helpless in 20 States. 


“In more than 20 states it is a 
practical impossibility to amend tho 
state constitutions; so the women of 
those states can only be enfranchised 
by the passage of the Federal suf- 
frage amendment. Since England 
and Russia, in the midst of the great 
war, have assured the national en- 
franchisement of their women, shou!d 
we not be jealous to maintain our 
democratic leadership in the wort 
by speedy national enfranchisement 
of American women? To me, Mr. 
President, as I urged upon you in 
Washington two months ago, this ‘s 
not only a measure of justice and 
democracy; it is also an urgent War 
measure. The women of the nation 
are, and always will be, loyal to the 
country, and the passuge of the suf- 
frage amendment is only the firs: 
step towards their national emanci- 
pation. But unless the Government 
takes at least this first step towards 
their enfranchisement, how can the 
Government ask millions of Ameri- 
can women educated in our schools 
and colleges and millions of Amcri- 
can women in our homes, toiling tor 
economic independence in every line 
of industry, to give up by conscrip- 
tion their men and happiness to a 
war for democracy in Europe while 
these women citizens are denied the 
right to vote on the policies of the 
Government which demands of them 
such sacrifice? 

“For this reason, many of your 
ardent friends and supporters feel 
that the passage of the Federal suf- 
frage amendment is a war measure 
which could appropriately be urged 
by you at this session of Congress. 
For the whole country gladly ac- 
knowledges, Mr. President, that no 
vital piece of legislation has come 
through Congress these five years 
except by your extraordinary and 
brilliant leadership. And millions 
of men and.women today xope that 
you will give the Federal suffrage 
amendment to the women of the 
country by the valor of your leader- 
ship now. 

“LT have not approved all tne meth- 
ods adopted by women in the pur- 
suit of their political liberty; yet, 
Mr. President, the Committee on 
Suffrage of the United States Senate 
was formed in 1883 when I was one 
year old; this same Federal suffrage 
amendment was first introduced in 
Congress in 1878; brave women iike 
Susan B. Anthony were petitioning 
Congress for the suffrage before the 
Civil War, and at the time -f the 
Civil War, men like William Lloyd 
Garrison, Horace Greeley and Wen- 
dell Phillips assured the suffrage

men of this country had been peace- 
fully demanding for over half a cen- 
tury the political right or priviege 
to vote, and had been continuwusiy 
ignored or met with evasion by suc- 
cessive Congresses as have the wom- 
en, you, Mr. President, as a lover of 
liberty, would be the first to conipre- 
hend and forgive their inevitable im- 
patience and righteous inu:xnation. 

“It seems a long seven years, Mr. 
President, since I first campaigned 
with you when you were running for 
Governor of New Jersey. In every 
circumstance throughout those years 
J have served you with the most re- 
spectful affection and unshadowed 
devotion. It is no small sacrifice 
now for me, as a member of your 
administration to sever our political 
relationship. But IT think it jis high 
time that men in this gence. ti.n, at 
some cost to theniselves, stood up to 
battle for the matiuvunal enfrtanchise- 
ment of American women Su in or- 
der effectively to keep my promise 
rude in the West and niore freely 
to go into this larger field of demo- 
cratic effort, I hereby resign tiny of- 
fice as Collectvr-of the port of New 
York, to take effect at once, or at 
your earliest convenience.

FORMER RUSSIAN WAR MINISTER 
ACCUSED OF DEFENDING SPIES 


Reputation Witnesses Heard at Trial 
of Gen. Soukhomlinoff Charged 
With Treason. 

PETROGRAD, Sept. 8&.—Testimony 
regarding the reputation of Col. Mis- 
soievoff was given yesterday at the 
trial of Gen. Soukhomlinoff, former 
Minister of War, who is accused of 
high treason. The only testimony di- 
rectly affecting the defendants was 
given by Col. Erandakoff of the 
Army Information Department, who 
declared that the former War Min- 
ister defended and tried to prevent 
the expulsion from Russia of cer- 
tain German spies and others sus- 
pected in connection with Missoie- 
voff’s activities. 

Boris Suvorin, editor of Novoe 
Vremya, testified that M. Gutchkoff, 
president of the third Duma in 1912, 
gave him a quantity of data regard- 
ing Col. Missoievoff which he pub- 
lished and the following day Mis- 
soievoff called on him and demanded 
to know the author of the article. 
The witness stated that he refused 
to give the name. A few days later 
Col. Missoievoff attacked the editor. 
Following this incident, Col. Missoie- 
voff challenged him to a duel, but 
Suvorin’s seconds, the witness de- 
clared, decided that the challenger 
was an unfit person with whom to 
cross swords. Later Missoievoff 
brought suit for libel against Suvorin 
but the court found against him.

Mrs. Pearl Zeitler, 32 years old, of 
4567 Newport avenue, wife of Po- 
liceman George Zeitler, at 8:15 
o’clock last night fired five shots at 
Frank Flieschacker, a grocer, at 
4600 Varrellman avenue.

NO DATE FOR SECOND ARMY CALL 


Gen. Crowder Says He does Not 

Know President Contemplates. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—Provost 
Marshal-General Crowder, in issuing 
new rulings concerning the execution 
of the selective draft law, reiterat- 
ed that no date has been set for a 
second call for men for the national 
army and that, so far as is known, 
no second call is contemplated by 
President Wilson.

Socialist Leader Urges Chancel- 
lor to Discredit Pan-Ger- 
man Propoganda. 


ARTICLE IN VOERWAERTS 


Opposes Peace at Any Price, but 
Says Conquest Demands Are 
Without Conscience. 


AMSTERDAM, Sept. 8.—The over- 
whelming majority of the German 
people are for a peace by concilia- 
tion, according to an article by Phil- 
lip Scheidemann, the Socialist leader, 
published in the Berlin Vorwaerts. 
The article urged the imperial Chan- 
cellor to discredit the present pan- 
German maneuvers for “a Hinden- 
burg peace.” 

The Socialist leader says no one 
in Germany wants peace at any price, 
but that those who live with the 
people know the real feelings of the 
army and navy. They know Ger- 
many will defend herself to the last 
drop of blood, and, at the same time, 
they know also that Germany is 
ready today to sign a concillatory 
peace. 

Therefore, Herr Scheidemann con- 
siders that the propaganda for con- 
quest now bheing preached reaches 
the limit of consciencelessness. He 
adds that most of the German people 
favor peace by conciliation and de- 
clares that it is the first duty of the 
Government to state solemnly that 
it has nothing to do with pan-Ger- 
man tactics. 

COPENHAGEN, Sept 8.—The 
Vienna Reichspost, the Austrian 
Clerical Organ, says it has received 
by way of Switzerland a statement 
to the effect that if the answers to 
the Pope’s peace note show the poc- 
sibility of success the Pope will issu» 
invitations for a peace conference 
and will follow this with a note 
suggesting an armistice. 

If the peace proposal is definitely 
sejected, the newspaper adds, Pope 
Benedict at a later date will express 
his views on peace in an encyclical. 


Clerical Center to Back Up Erzber. 
ger in Reichstag. 

LONDON, Sept. 8.—The Clerical 
Center party in the German Reich- 
stag, it is understood from reliable 
German sources, in order to prevent 
the initiative in the movement for 
parliamentary reform from falling 
into the hands of the Socialists, will 
back up firmly the declaration that 
Mathias Erzberger, the party leader, 
intends making before the Reichstay 
Committee, says Reuter’s Amster- 
dam corespondent. 

The party, it is said, even contem- 
plates a refusal to vote the govern- 
ment credits if its demands are nct 
acceded to. | 

In his declaration, Herr Erzberger, 
it is believed on the same authority, 
will demand the immediate introduc- 
tion of a government responsible to 
the Reichstag, and will suggest that 
Alsace-Lorraine itself shall decide 
the question of its alliance. 


Protests Against Reichstag’s Peace 
Move Show Signs of Carcful Nurture. 

COPENHAGEN, Sept. 8.—A well- 
defined movement is manifesting 
itself in Germany, combining a pro- 
test against the attitude of the Reich- 
stag majority in adopting the peace 
resolution with expressions of indig- 
nation at the references in President 
Wilson’s reply to Pope Benedict to 
internal conditions in that country. 
Business organizations in various 
parts of Germany show signs of 
careful nurture and acceleration of 
the movement from some _ central 
force, which is perhaps not far re- 
moved from the interests now con- 
trolling the Lokal Anzeiger of Ber- 
lin, the main protagonist o@ the 
movement. 

This situation should be consid- 
ered in connection with the cam- 
paign now being made in the con- 
servative press for overthrow of the 
Reichstag’s decision. How far these 
newspapers are in earnest in sug- 
gesting dissolution of the Reichstag 
is difficult to determine. They cer- 
tainly do not desire it unless the 
Government will use the _ election 
machinery in connection with press 
propaganda, in favor of annexation- 
ist conditions in the campaign. 

The Chamber of Commerce of El- 
bing is the latest commercial organ- 
ization to join those in Berlin, Bre- 
men, Hamburg and Lubeck in pro- 
tests against peace without annexa- 
tions and the note of President Wil- 
son. The municipal authorities of 
Halle have issued a flaming protest 
against Mr. Wilson, declaring that 
he insulted the German people 
gravely and shamefully in his reply 
to the Pope. Only a few newspapers 
thus far have printed the reports 
from Washington stating that the 
American note did not necessarily 
mean the elimination of the Hohen- 
zollerns was regarded as essential to 
peace. Those which have published 
them are scarcely pleased. 


Catholic Centrist Party Replies to 
President Wilson. 

BERLIN, via London, Sept. 7.— 
The Roman Catholic Centrist party 
has issued a formal statement deal- 
ing with President Wilson's reply to 
the peace note of Pope Benedict. It 
urges that the President's message, 
although phrased in a tone which is 
considered offensive, should be con- 
sidered wholly in the light of its es- 
sential and objective principle. This, 
it is pointed out, gives a different 
picture from that reflected in the 
early press comment.

Final Vote on Measure as Whole

HIGH TAX MEN BEATEN 


Finance Committee’s Income Tax 
Provision Adopted After 
Spirited Debate. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—With the 
hotly contested war profits and in- 
come tax sections of the war revenue 
bill out of the way the Senate today 
took up for final disposition minor 
points of dispute in the measure. 


The final vote on the bill asa whole 
must be taken not later than Mon- 
day. 

High tax advocates lost their fight 
again yesterday when the Senate ten- 
tatively adopted the Finance Com- 
mittee’s income tax provisions de- 
Signed to raise $842,000,000 addi- 
tional revenue from individuals and 
corporations. 

The group of Senators who op- 
posed the army draft law, made up 
of Senators Gronna, Hardwick, La 
Follette, Reed and Vardeman, re- 
ceived a setback when the Senate re- 
jected, 74 to 5, a proposal by Hard- 
wick to increase taxes on big incomes 
to pay $50 monthly to all Americans 
serving in France. The amendment 
aroused the Senate’s ire as it has 
not been aroused in a long while, 
Senator Nelson, Republican and a 
Civil War veteran, denouncing it as 
“humiliating and belittling to Amer- 
ican soldiers.’ 

“Our boys are not as cheap as 
some statesmen,” he added. 

Senator Chamberlain, chairman of 
the Military Committee, with evident 
feeling, cited Senator Hardwick's op- 
position to the draft law and declared 
the amendment tended to demoralize’ 
the army and help toward further 
resistance of the law. 

In reply Senator Hardwick claimed 
the right of free ‘speech, defended 
his course in opposition to the ad- 
ministration and attacked what he 
called the “flamboyant patriotism” 
of his critics. 

Senator Williams criticized the 
Georgia Senator's past and present 
attitude toward the draft law and 
ridiculed his speech. 

“I take it that very few Senators, 
probably not over five,” said Senator 
Williams, ‘‘will not agree that we 
have seldom witnessed a finer case 
of self-inflation and puffed up self- 
acting than that which has just been 
shown upon this arena.” 

Senator Reed interrupted with an 
appeal to the chair to rule the lan- 
guage out of order, but Senator Rob- 
inson, presiding, decided it had not 
transgressed Senate rules.

But the climax came when 
the General in command of the town 
of Breslau wrote a confectioner tell- 
ing him to stop the use of the word

confectioner, with a sense of humor 
and a nerve unusual in Germany, 
wrote back to the General that he 
would gladly discontinue the use of 
the word “‘bonbon” when the Gen- 
eral ceased to call himself “general,” 
and called the attention of this high- 
military authority to the fact that 
“general’’ was as much a French 
word as “‘bonbon.” 


Unusual means were adopted tin 
order to get all the gold coins in the 
country into the Imperial Bank. 
There were signs in every surface and 
underground car which read that 
“‘whoever keeps back a gold coin in- 
jures the Fatherland.” And if a sol. 
dier presented to his superiors a 20- 
mark gold piece, he received in re- 
turn 20 marks in paper money and 
two days‘ leave of absence. In like 
manner a schoolboy who turned in 
10 marks in gold received 10 marks 
in paper and was given a half holi- 
day. Cinematograph shows gave 
those patrons who paid in gold an 
extra ticket, good for another day. 


Gold Taken From American Women. 


An American woman residing in 
Berlin was awakened one morning at 
8 o'clock by two police detectives, 
who told her that they had heard 
that she had some gold coins in her 
possession, and that if she did nut 
turn them in for paper money they 
would wreck her apartment in their 
search for them. She, therefore, gave 
them the gold, which I afterward 
succeeded in getting the German 
Government to return to her. Later 
the export of gold was forbidden: 
even travelers arriving with gold 
were compelled to give it up in re- 
turn for paper money. 

While, of cwurse, I cannot ascer- 
tain the exact amounts, I found. nev 
ertheless, that great quantities of | 
food and other supplies came into/! 
Germany from Holland and the Scan- 
dinavian countries, particularly from 
Sweden. Now that we are in the war 
we shall take strong measures, I

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countries. which export food, raw) 
material and the like to Germany. 
Sweden is particularly active in this 
traffic, but I understand that sulphur 
pyrites are sent from Norway, and 
sulphuric acid made therefrom is an 
absolute essential to the manufac- 
ture of munitions of war. 

Potash, which is found as a min- 
eral only in Germany and Austria, 
was used in exchange of commodities 
with Sweden, and in this way much 
copper, lard and so on reached Ger- 
many. 

Early in the summer of 1915 the 
first demonstration took place in 
Berlin. About 500 women collected 
in front of the Reichstag building. 
They were promptly suppressed by 
the police, and no newspaper printed 
an account of the occurrence. These 
women were rather vague in their 
demands. They called Von Buelow 
an old fathead for his failure in Italy 
and complained that ‘the whipped 
cream was not as good as before the 
war. There was some talk of high 
prices for food, and the women all 
said that they wanted their men back 
from the trenches. 

Visit of Jane Addams to Berlin. 

Early summer brought also a num- 
ber of cranks to Berlin. Miss Jane 
Addams and fellow suffragists, after 
holding a convention in Holland. 
moved on Berlin. I succeeded in get- 
ting both the Chancellor and Von 
Jagow to consent to receive them, a 
meeting to which they looked for- 
ward with unconcealed perturbation. 
However, one of them seems to have 
impressed Miss Addams, for as I 
write this I read in the papers that 
she is complaining that we should 
not have gone to war because we 
thereby risk hurting somebody's feel- 


‘ings. 


On July 27, 1915, I reported that 
that the Germans were 
picking out the revolutionists and 
liberals from the many Russian pris- 
oners of war, furnishing them with 
money and false passports- and 
papers and sending them back to 
Russia to stir up a revolution. 

Field Glasses Gave Notice of Bnl- 

garia’s War. 

A German friend of mine told ine 
that a friend of his who manufac- 
tured field glasses had received a 
large order for the Bulgarian Gov- 
ernment. This manufacturer went 
to the Foreign Office and asked 
whether he should deliver the goods. 
He was told not only to deliver them, 
but to do it as quickly as possible. 
By learning of this I was able to 
predict long in advance the entry of 
Bulgaria on the side of the Central 
Powers. 

Even a year after the commence- 
ment of the war there were reason- 
able people in Germany. I met Bal- 
lin, head of the great Hamburg- 
American Line, on Aug. 9. I said to 
him, “When are you going to stop 
this. crazy fighting?” The next day 
Ballin called on me and said thgt 
the sensible people of Germany want- 
ed peace, and that without annexa- 
tion. He told me that every one 
was afraid to talk peace, and that 
he had advised the Chancellor. to 
put a statement in an official paper

In November, 1915, there were 
food disturbances and a serious agi- 
tation against the continuance of the 
war, and in Leipsic a Socialist paper 
was suppressed. 

The greatest efforts were made at 
all times to get in gold. Some time 
before I left Germany an advertise- 
ment was published in the news- 
papers requesting Germans to give 
up their jewelry for the Fatherlana., 
Many did so, among them, I believe, 
the Empress and other royalties. 


In December, 1915, a prominent 
banker in Berlin said to me that tha 
Germans were sick of the war; that 
the Krupps and other big industries 
were making great sums of money 
and were prolonging the war by in- 
sisting upon the annexation of Bel- 
gium, and the Junkers were also in 
favor of the continuance of the ‘var 
because of the fact that they were 
getting four or five times the money 
for their products, while their work 
was being done by prisoners. He said 
that the ‘“kauffeute’”” (merchant 
middle class) would have to pay the 
cost of the war and that the Junkers 
will not be taxed. 

In calculating the great war debt 
built up by Germany it must not be 
forgotten that German municipalities 
and other political districts have in- 
curred large debts for war purposes, 
such as extra relief given to the 
wives and children of soldiers, etc. 


In December butter became very 
searce. The women waiting in long 
lines before the shops often rushed 
the shops. In this month many cop- 
per roofs were removed from build- 
ings in Berlin. I was told by a friend 
in the Foreign Office that the notori- 
ous Von Rintelen was sent to Ameri- 
ca to buy up the entire product of the 
Du Pont powder factories, and that 
he exceeded his authority if he did 
anything else.

MAKING OF WHISKY 
T0 CEASE TONIGHT 
IN ENTIRE NATION 


Prohibition Clause of the Food 
Control Bill Becomes Ef- 
fective at 11 O'clock. 


FEW DISTILLERS TO QUIT 


Will Make Commercial Alcohol, 
Which Now is 60 Per Cent 
of Production. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—Manu- 
facture of whisky will cease through- 
out the nation at 11 o'clock tonight. 
when the prohibitive clause of the 
food control act becomes effective. 

Millions of bushels of grain which 
would otherwise be ground up for 
whisky will thus be released for food. 
How many millions, no one knows, 
for the manufacture of alcohol for 
beverage purposes is so closely blend- 
ed with the production of alcohol for 
industrial and medicinal purposes 
that there is no way of determining 
the exact amount. 

Of the 100,000,000 bushels of 
grain, or thereabouts, whicn goes 
into the distilleries each year, about 
40 per cent, experts estimate, comes 
out in the form of whisky and other 
distilled beverage drinks. The _ re- 
mainder eventually finds its way irto 
perfumes, toilet waters, bay rum, 
medicines and to industries where 
denatured alcoho! is used in ever in- 
creasing quantities. 

Approximately 116,000, 000 gallons 
of whisky are produced each year by 
American distilleries. Production of 
alcohol by the same distilleries fcr 
conimercial and medicinal uses other 
than beverages approximates 146,- 
000,000 gallons. The manufacture of 
alcohol for the latter purposes will 
continue as usuai. probably in great- 
er volume, and few of the iarger dis- 
tilleries, If any, will shut down. 

Small Class Will Quit. 
The class of distilleries which wil! 


be put out of business is compcsed 
almost wholly of small plants operat- 
ed by from one man to half a dozen 
rmen, located in California, Ohio and 
New Jersey and producing brandy 
from grapes, apples and peaches. 
These produce approximatels 2.- 
000,000 gallons a year. Those in 
New Jersey and Ohio, officials be- 
lieve, will suspend operations en- 
tirely. The California plants, it is 
thought, will continue to operate, in 
part, for the manufacture of spirits 
for fortifying sweet wine. 

So far as officials here can learn, 
there are few’ distilleries in the 
United States, with the exception of 
the fruit brandy plants, producing 
whisky at the present time. Sum- 
mer is the off season for whisky pro- 
duction, which is confined almost 
wholly to the winter months, early 
spring and late fall. The cessation 
of active whisky production, there- 
fore, at this season of the year, is 
largely theoretical, but the operation 
of the law will prevent the manu- 
facture of whisky at the time it 
usually starts on a large scale, tha 
latter part of September 

Stopping whisky manufacture, in- 
stead of curtailing the Government's 
revenues, will increase them for the 
next two years, officials believe. 
Coupled with the operation of the 
pending reveune bill. the withdrawa.,. 
of whisky from the stock already ac- 
cumulated will probably treble the 
revenues within the next 12 months, 
as the present law imposes a tax of 
$1.10 and the revenue bill contem- 
plates a tax of $3.20 a gallon. A 
stock of approximately 230,000,000 
gallons has accumulated in the 
bonded warehouses and on the 
shelves of wholesale and retail 
liquor dealers. Approximately 190,- 
000,000 gallons are in warehouses 
and upon that quantity the Gov- 
ernment will collect taxes as it is 
withdrawn. 

Few Thrown Out of Work. 


Few men will be thrown out of 
work by the operation of the law. 
Distilleries now running will con- 
tinue to produce aicohol for corr- 
mercial purposes with little change 
in their forces. Upon this class of 
alcohol, with the exception of al- 
cohol for denaturization, the revenue 
bill would impose a tax of $2.20, 
doubling the present income from 
this source. 

There are approximately 700 dis- 
tilleries in the country, of which 
more than half are small fruit 
brandy plants. The amount of cap-

The 
man public is being prepared against 
disappointment regarding the rela- 
tively small number of prisoners 
taken, by the explanation that 
Russians broke all war speed rec- 
ords for a marathon retreat, so that 
the pursuers have not yet been able 
to catch up, despite the fact that 
large German cavalry bodies, includ- 
ing the famous bodyguard of 
Hussar brigade are operating 
the Russians. 

The employment once more of the 
cavalry is evidence of the serious in- 
tention on the part of the German 
high command to continue the of- 
fensive, and, if possible, to continue 
the warfare in hopes of rolling up the 
Russian front and precipitating a 
debacle. Not the capture of Petro- 
grad, but the utmost destruction of 
the Russian army is thought to be 
Hindenburg’s aim. 

The second significant fact is that 
the victorious Generals mentioned 
are Prince EFitel Friedrich and Gen. 
Riemann, whose troops took a lead- 
ing part in the offensive which swept 
clear Galicia. Hurling the imperial 
guard and Riemann’s blood and iron 
corps from Galicia to the Riga front 
indicates the serious nature of the of- 
fensive. The Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent, who has seen these troops 
who are among the finest of the 
whole German army, recalls these 
formations. Invariably they have 
been sent fn to save a serious situ- 
ation, as during the battle of the 
Somme, or to strike an offensive 
blow. 

There are other hints from Ger- 
man sources that. Hindenburg and 
Ludendorff are about to accomplish 
another drive, after the model which 
crushed Rumania—namely, a double- 
barreled alternating offensive. 

The Riga offensive further’ con- 
firms reports that the highest leader- 
ship is fully convinced that the pol- 
icy of military passivity toward Rus- 
sia is-a complete failure, and will 
never lead to a separate peace. Chan- 
cellor Michaelis coincides with this 
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view, with the logical military con- 
clusion that the weakened oseia| 
army must be crushed now before 
American help can set the Colossus 
on its feet again, and such a favor- 
able opportunity as offers now will 
never occur again. 

The sharp rise on Berlin bourse 
accurately measures the effect of 
German victories on the German 
which is further confirmed 
iby the tone of the press and of re- 
turning travelers from Germany. 
Even the backbone of the German 
Socialists has been stiffened. The 
Riga victory has completely cured 
Germany of a sudden attack of 
nerves. 

Vorwaerts is overjoyed at “Ger- 
many’s unbroken strength,” and 
hopes that it will shake her ene- 
mies’ belief that German peace 
yearnings are a sign of weakness. 

“According to the will of our ene- 
mies,’ the Socialist organ continues, 
“the fourth war-winter before us 
will be as hard for us as for them. 
| All nations will suffer grievousl¥, the 
death rate will rise, but collapse we 
will not.’

DUD WINE VALUED A 
$400 DESTROYED 


Into Sewer When Georgia. 
Went Dry. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ALBANY, Ga., Sept. 8.—The fa- 
mous Hand wine, a thousand barrels 
of it, some of it so old that the hoops 
had slipped off the staves and al- 
lowed two-thirds of the contents to 
evaporate, was poured into a sewer 
at Pelham. Two hundred and fifty 
barrels were full. The others were 
from one-third to three-fourths ful, 
but all contained scuppernong wine 
as carefully made as any ever bar- 
reled in Georgia. The value of the 
wine was estimated at $40,000. 

The wine was poured out by Sher- 
iff C. D. Crow, assisted by Marshal 
J. M. Smith. 

A special pipe line was laid for a 
distance of a hundred feet from a 
sanitary line to the basement of a 
fertilizer plant, in which the wine 
had long been stored. Negro labor- 
ers brought up the casks, which were 
opened and placed on brackets s0 
that the amber liquid poured into the 
pipe line. The breeze caught the 
fragrant bouquet of the well-aged 
wine and carried it for blocks. 

This ie the wine from which the 
late J. L. Hand wanted the Univer- 
sity of Georgia to benefit, but no 
way could be found to make such ar- 
rangement, or otherwise utilizing it. 

‘The destruction of the wine, in a*- 
cordance with the provisions of the 
State “bone dry” prohibition law, 
came only after a strenuous fight in 
the last session of the General As- 
sembly to save the wine and sell it 
for the benefit of the University of 
Georgia. 

Practically all opposition to the 
sale of the wine had disappeared in 
the last days of the session, when a 
bill was introduced bearing the in- 
dorsement of Gov. Dorsey providi"g 
for a commission to dispose of it out- 
side the State. 

This move was made so late, how- 
ever, that it encountered the rush 
and confusion incident to the consia- 
eration of the general appropriations 
bill and the tax act revision bill, and 
did not come up for final vote. 


Navy League Officers Quit. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Sept. 8.—Of- 
ficera, directors and members of the 
Los Angeles chapter of the Navy 
League have all resigned from that 
organization, according to a state- 
ment made today by Mrs. George J. 
Denis, president, because “the presi- 
dent of the Navy League and his as- 
sistants have improperly attacked 
the administration of our country in 
time of war.” 


American Union Threatens Suits. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—The 
American Union against militarism 
has issued a statement announcing 
its intention of suing for libel “any 
newspaper or press association which 
suggests that we are ‘German 
agents’ or ‘pro-German’ or ‘support- 
ed by German funds’ or are guilty of 
‘sedition’ or ‘treason,’ however those 
words may be modified.”

Cannefax stated after the affair 
that he would clai the match on a 
forfeit and secure a court injunction, 
if necessary, to keen De Oro from 
getting the championship emblem and 
the $1000 purse for which they were 
contesting. 

Previous to these arguments, it 
seemed that Cannefax had more than 
a passing chance to keep his title. 
However, it was obvious that the 
wrangles unnerved him and he simp- 
ly was unable to overcome the lead 
De Oro held. 

Cannefax shot a wonderful uphill 
game and as he explained after the 
match he not only had to fight De 
Oro with his cue but with his tongue 
as well. The Cuban, using all the 
skill at his command, kept the local

Every now and then some distinguished foreign visitor confides to an 
American interviewer that we know nothing of love in this country. ‘And 
it may have been compassion for our supposed ignorance which led Andrea 
de Segurola, famous baritone of the Metropolitan Opera House, .to interest 
himself in the publication in English of ‘‘The Book of Love,’’ issued by the 
American-Neo Latin Library, of which he is the founder. 


HERE are passages in ‘The 


ey Book of Love” which wouid 
not appeal to the American reader 
In our young country love itself 
is young. It has the ardor, the im- 
patience, the crudities, perhaps, that 
belong with the epringtimg of the 
heart. 

Love, as Mantegazza* understands 
it, will seem to many Americans love 
in its dotage. They will scorn the 
senilities of sentiment as interpreted 
by the Italian analyst of sex, but his 
book is sure to interest, if not €on- 
vince them, nevertheless. 

‘1. OVE,” according to Mantegaz- 

za, “is the combination of two 
dissimilar atoms which seek each 
other and combine, nothwithstand- 
ing all the adverse forces of heaven 
and earth. In the same manner as 
the molecule of potassium snatches 
the oxygen away from water witha 
great development of light and heat. 
the love of those two molecules 
which we call man and woman is 
accompanied by a hurricane of feel- 
ing. by flashes of genius, by infinite 


glittering of flames and ardor.” 

“Women are the high priestesses 
of love,”’ the analyst of passion con- 
tinues. "Woman loves more than 
man, but she foresees, presurmises, 
fears. In love, too, she is the 
thrifty housewife, and while she 
picks the flower for the joy of to- 
day, knows how to preserve the fruit 
for the dreary winter that is to come. 
Woe to her if she joins in the 
thoughtlessness of her prodigal com- 
panion, for they will make a splen- 
did bonfire of their affections.”’ 

This cryptic declaration means, I 
believe, that it is woman's dutyi to 
be a love dictator and apply the 
saving principles of Hooverism to 
the household of the heart.

ANTEGAZZA advises every 

man to consult the woman he 

loves before launching any great un- 

dertaking. Women, he asserts, have 

a second sight in everything which 

concerns the beloved one, and he 

adds that three-fourths of the great 

achievements of men would not have 

been performed save for the inspir- 
ing counsel of some woman. 


Mantegazza rejects the possibility 
of platonic love between man and 
woman. He denounces jealousy, 
which he defines as the leprosy of 
love. Jealousy transforms the man 
who loves into a policeman, always 
armed with alert ears and prying 
eyes. The jealous man is always spy- 
ing, doubting, suffering. He seeks 
the lie in a caress, indifference in a 
kiss; in love he always fears hy- 
pocrisy. ‘‘What a hellish life!’’ con- 
cludes the philosopher. “It is a hun- 
dred times better not to love at all 
than to love in this way. Let wom- 
an cease to be a slave, let the hus- 
band or lover cease to be the pro- 
prietor of a woman and all these 
lepers of love, the madly jealous, will 
disappear.” 

How many kinds of love are there? 

“There is petty love,” says Mante- 
gazza, “which consists in allowing 
the storm of other emotions to break 
over you without committing your- 
self to more than a petty acquies- 
cence.’ Mantegazza believes that 
many men experience this tepid sen- 
timent, accepting woman as a com- 
promise between a joy and a bother. 


HERE is tender love, suppliant, 
lachrymose and faithful. It ts 
as immutable as old and serene 
friendship, but it has a tendenay to 
be disconsolate and mournful, if not 
querulous, and it sighs, sobs and 
weeps too often. It delights more in 
mild caresses than tempestuous kiss- 
es, and, Mantegazza adds, “it is most 
frequently found in women.” 

Love which centers in the senses 
is generally masculine, declares Man- 
tegazza. It is the most sincere and 
most powerful of loves, he adds. “It 
never lies, does not wrap itself in the 
cloak of hypocrisy, but is always it- 
self.” 

It will take its object on any terms 
—conquers, steals, or buys it. 

Then there is ferocious love, love 
so strong that it tortures the unfor- 
tunate being in whom it is centered. 
Man most frequently loves ferocious- 
ly, but occasionally woman suffers 
from this exaggerated sentiment, and 
then she “plunges the claws of her 
passion deep into the heart of \her 
lover, exclaiming with rapturous 
fury, ‘This, too, is mine!’” 

Proud love, says Montegazza, con- 
sists of one part love and ten parts 
Eee SE: NT RR RR, 
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sclf-love. Proud love thinks more of 
being loved than of loving. It al- 
ways speaks of rights and often does 
not know of duties. Even in the most 
secret intimacy it never unfolds its 
thoughts for fear of ridicule. It is 
never the first to concede a caress. It 
exacts fidelity not as a dear recipro- 
cation of affection, but as a right of 
its own dignity. It is a sterile, bar- 
ren, sickly love, he adds. 

I believe nearly all the men and 
women I know belong in the cate- 
gory of ‘‘proud” lovers. Gentle read- 
er, how about you? 


How To Can 


Authentic Directions for 
Putting Up Vege-

The U. 8. Department of Agricul 
ture advises you to do it this way: 

Salted Corn. 
oe oe keg®.or tubs, or crocks, 
may be uaed for salting corn. 

Do not use any containers made of yellow 
or pitch pine. 

Wash thoroughly and steam kegs, crocka 
or other containers to be used. 

USK the ears of corn and re- 
move the silk. 
CvVok in boiling water for 
10 minutes. 

Cut corn from cob with a,sharp 
knife. 

Weigh the corn. 

Use a quantity of salt 
fourth weight of corn. 

Spread a layer of corn one inch 
thick in the receptacle to be used. 

Sprinkle heavily with salt. 

Continue adding layers of corn and 
salt until the receptacle is nearly 
full. 

Cover with cheesecloth and clean 
board cover. * 

Place a clean stone for a weight on 
the board cover. 

Set the receptacle in a cool place. 

If a brine to cover has not formed 
in 24 hours, pour enough strong 
brine over the corn to come up to the 
wooden cover. 

As soon as bubbling, which will 
be slight, has stopped, cover the sur- 
face of the brine with hot paraffin 
to form an air-tight cover. 


To Make Strong Brine. 


1 pound salt. 
2 quarts water. 
Stir until sait is entirely dissolved.

To remove, try sponging the spo‘s 
acrefully with a wad of cotton damp- 
ened in cold water and a little whit2 
soap. If this does not remove them 
treat with benzine on a small piece of 
cotton, rubbing carefully so as not 
to enlarge the original stain.
